NON-UNION MEN IN. DOUBT 


West Virginia Not Affected, but 
Ohio and Pennsylvania Union 
Fields Are Closed Tight.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The coal 
strike in the unionized districts is 100 
per cent. effective and the miners are 
prepared to stay out ‘‘ indefinitely.’’ to 
obtain their demands, John L. Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Workers 
of America, said tonight on his arrival 
here. He will testify before the House 
Labor Committee tomorrow, 

The miners, Lewis said, were willing 
at any time to meet with the operators 
in joint wage conference, as provided 
for in the last agreement affecting the 
Central Competitive Field, but would op- 
pose efforts to adjust the strike by ar- 
bitration at this time, which would per- 
mit the operators to escape from observ- 
ing the terms of the agreement. 

Reports received in- Washington do not 
justify the opinion expressed by some of 
the union. leaders that many of tie 
miners in, thé non-union fields. will also 
go on strike for an extended period. 

Lewis's statement that the miners 
were not seeking arbitration through the 
Government at this time, related to the 
suggestion made by Senator Borah, 
Chairman of the Senate .Labur Com+ 
mittee, that a plan was being “ousidered 
by which’ the dispute’ might be brought 
Lefore a Government commission. 

“The miners,” said Mr. Lewis, “* are 
not looking to arbitration. The miners 
Lair tg the carrying out of 

racts. The miners ‘want to re 
collective nerglangsbeie aan i jin 
which it has been in yogue in the coal 
mining industry for thirty. years. 

‘“At any time the mibers stand. ready

While they 
were yet alive this examination was im- 
possible because of their weakened con- 
dition. 

Reading the general evidéncé of the 
radiogtapha, Mr. Brady said: 

“ ‘The, bony stfuctute of the twins is 
extreniely thusual. There is practically 
ofly a sifgte pelvis, with four acetabula 
or hip sockets. ‘The spines start 2rom| da 
the pelvis in & cow horn shape, with the 
two spinal cofds joining at the centre. 

“The two colons join about four 
inches from the lower end into & common 
duct. Fort this reasen it was impossible 
to determine that there was an intestinal 
obstruction. Three of the lower limbs 
are normal in shape and size, the fourth 
being undevéloped for lack of uae; al- 
though perfectly formed. 

The evidence of the radiographs also 
scouts the general belief that Franz, the 
eleven-year-old boy, was the son of Rosa 
Tlanek. 

“It is extremely improbable that there 
ever was a normal childbirth,’’ cqntinued 
Mr. Brady, ** the shape of the pelvic 
structure Wotild réequife &  Caesarian 
operation.

Woops reports that the resistance of 
the. unemployed: to “ fallacious ¢co- 
nomics’ was “ pethaps the. most 
striking tft ’ in the situation. “One 
** of the finest things in American life 
** ig this stubborn habit of self-depen- 
“ dence.’’ In the North and East, 
where the crisis was most acute, 
“ practically every city ’’ formed’ a 
strong and representative emergency 
committee under the leadership of the 
Mayor. The means resorted to ranged 
from : clean-up and fire-prevention 
campaigns to the issue of municipal 
bonds for public works that would 
otherwise have waited for prosperous 
times. Many manufacturers split 
jobs, and some created them by turn- 
ing out standard stock far in advance 
of the demand. In the South, where 
labor is unorganized and was in pait 
deflated, groups of citizens. pledged 
themselves to build each a workman's 
house, thus not only creating work 
but helping to meet the housing 
shortage. In general the response was 
not unlike that ‘which we all made to 
Mr. Hoover’s wartime appeals for the 
conservation‘ of food. 

‘ To the chief obstatles in the way. of 
succéss® Mr. ‘Woops’ alludes. rather 
Vaguely. “Much more work of this 

“ character, with consequent beneficial 
“effect upon unemployment, would 
“ have: been undertaken if construc- 
“‘tion costs had not been deemed too 
“high,’’ Mr. Hoover's report of Sept. 
29 said “ We are short more than a 
“million homes. * * * More than 
“ two million people could be employed 
“ if construction were resumed,” ‘ But 
the building and transportation unions 
stubbornly, resisted the wage cuts that 
would have rendered this employment 
possible. At the outset of the confer- 
ence Mr. GomPsrs made itya condition 
of ils presence and participation that 
no steps should be taken to reduce 
union wages. - It seems difficult to 
escape the conclusion that the great 
enemy-of the unemployed has been, 
not ‘unionism’ indeed, but the: blind- 
ness of leaders who. prefer a, present 
and selfish gain to the ultimate good 
which might be achieved. 

With ‘this ‘abuse of power the Gov- 
ernmént is at present powerless to 
deal, but it is obviously.a basio factor 
ih the. problem ‘6f Gyclic: unemploy- 
mént. Comprehension of this fact. will 
do ‘much to create public interest in 
the current efforts to bring combina- 
tions of workmen within the reach of 
the Federal Administration, as corpo- 
rations and’ trade associations already 
are.

STATE “WATER-POWER DEVELOP- 
MENT. 

A year ago ex-Governor ALFRED E. 
Smire declared that the most impor- 
tant State issue was the conservation 
of water power, for the benefit of the 
people and not for the profit of pri- 
vate interests. ‘‘ Shall we retain this 
power,’’ he asked, “* allowing any and 
‘* all individuals to use it, undef guar- 
**antees_ that they shall serve the 
‘* people,: with adequately low rates 


+ for the services which they perform, 


‘t or shall we give everything over to 
**the hands of. private. profit seek- 
‘* efs?’’ It has been estimated that the 
interior streams of New York would 
afford a million horsepower and 
Niagara’as much more. Where Gov- 
ernor’ Minter stands on this question 
of the development of watér power for 
electrical purposes was: shown in part 
by a statement that he made on Fri- 
day at a hearing on the Robinson bill 
which provides for extension of the 
present water-power development by 
the State along the Barge Canal with 
an appropriation of $1,000,000: 

The experience of yearsshows that 
every private ‘water-power.’ develop- 
ment plant put on the canél /means 
further subordination .of -the .canal’s 
purposés.. I have come to the definite 
conclusion that I would rather have no 
_ development than ‘private, development. 

“it was argued at\the hearing. that if 
the. State sold the power derived from 
surplus canal water the purchasing 
company ‘would influence the State 
Superintendent . of. Public Works to 
neglect transportation service when 

the waterway was low. . The rejoinder 
of the Governor was that canal trans- 
portation interests® would be much 
more: likely to suffer if there were a 
private: power development | company 
In control of the ‘waters at: such 
reservoirs a8). Crescent: - Dam. and 
Vischer Ferry, and the Gasca n- 
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generals’ way engage ‘aid ae convines the 
advocates of State development that 
hydroelectric power should be fur- 
nished by the State ‘‘ to any and all 
individuals.’*. About a year ago Gov- 
ernor Mrier was asked whether it 
war be possible ‘' to make the same 

* progress in an undertaking of this 

‘sort under State control as under 
** private control.’’ His answer was: 
** I need. only point to the’ building of 
**the Barge Canal under public con- 
“trol. ‘The referendum on that went 
**to the people, if I. remember cor- 
“‘ rectly, in 1908. Actual work was 
** begun ‘in 1905. The canal isn’t fin- 
*‘Gshed yet.’’ “Judging from his re- 
marks at the hearing on the Robinson 
Canal bill, the Governor As approach- 
ing the position held by ex-Governor 
SMitH, but another “Robinson bill, 
dealing with, hydroelectric power. gen- 
erally, ‘seems to be viewed niore favor- 
ably Dy corporations ‘that would like 
to supply the needs. of their neighbor- 
hoods ‘under. rates fixed by the Public 
Service Commission.

THE NEW NULIIFICATION. 

Since the Anti-Saloon League is re- 
sponsible for the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the .Volstead act and is the 
director’ of Congress, the legal and 
constitutional views expressed by the 
Superintendent of the New York 


listened to humbly by a docile public: 
It is legitimate for opponents of pro- 
hibition to try to. repeal the prohi- 
bition amendment, but to try to repeal 
or ruin the law that makes the amend- 
ment operative is nullification and a 
conspiracy to defeat the Constitution. 
So the Volstead law is more vital 
than the amendment it so curiously 
enforces! It is right to try to repeal 
the amendment, because, though this 
eminent’ authority doesn’t say so, 
there is: no shadow of a possibility of 
such repeal. You may agitate all you 
please against the amendment, a part 
of the fundamental law, subjecting, as 
Burke said, “occasional will to per- 
manent reason.” But to seek the re- |’ 
peal or modification of the Volstead 
act is nullification and conspiracy. 

e constitutionality of the amended 
Volstead act has been. attacked by 
learned lawyers in the Senate and 
by strong prohibitionists.. - Does it vio- 
late the Bill of Rights in the Constitu- 
tion? Does it not extend the EHigh- 
teenth Amendment by adding, in -ef- 
fect, the prohibition of intoxicating 
liquors’ ‘‘for medical’ purposes,” 
whereas the amendment. is. concerned 
only witb intoxicating liquors ‘‘ for 
beverage purposes’’? Until_these 
questions are settled by the Supreme 
Court the endeavor to ‘ nullify” the 
sacred Volstead law will continue. 

The law, as it stands, should be en- 
forced, but the rigor and the absurdity 
of it make its: enforcement difficult. 
The amendment might have been and 
may still be carried out prosperously. 
But the prohibition | zealots love the 
unreasonable Iaw. It remains to he 
seen if public sentiment will not in the 
course of time insist that this statute 
be licked into a practicable shape. Tf is 
for the interest of prohibition as a 
permanent, successful national policy 
that the enforcement law shouldn’t 
run in the face of common sense. The 
prohibition ‘extremists are the worst 
enemies of prohibition.

In the Spring the young golfer’s 


fancy—particularly the old golfer’s—} 


lightly turns to thoughts of new balls, 


improved clibs and renewed study of} 


the baffling game. Recently in Eng- 
land some novel mechanical tests were 
carried out. At Wimbledon a ma- 
chine was set up- which actually would 
drive’ ‘golf balls—not propel ‘them by 
a released spring, but hit them with 
the veritable swing of.a wooden club: 
By using precisely the same force and 
stroke. with a variety of balls their 
range of flight was nicely determined. 
One result was to establish the su- 
periority of the modern rubber-cored 
ball over the old-fashioned ‘* gutty” 


‘at a somewhat lower figure than had 


been estimated. “By the blow which 
gave an up-to-date ball a clear carry 
of 195 yards the solid ball of twenty 
years ago “ did its 150 yards every 
time.” A gain of forty-five yards on 
a drive is, to be sure, something for 
which any devout golfer would sell 
his soul to the devil; but, after all, it 
is not sufficient to prowe the oft-re- 
peated assertion that the rubber-cored 
ball has made all the links of the pre- 
ceding generation obsolete. * 

There may be scoffers to protest at 
the mere 195 yards carry got. by the 
Wimbledon machine. Do not Guit- 
FORD and ToLLer, to mention only two 
of the mighty swipers among the ama- 
teurs, often drive the ball close on to 
300 yards?

Let him try to ¢xercise 
his godlike reason at the bottom of a 
bunker, and see what comes-of. it.

It was an effort to secure something 
by way of concession from the unions 
after it had become apparent that no 
wage reduction would be possible at this 
time. 

It is now manifest that there will be 
an . unprecedented stimulation in the 
building industry in the coming year, 
and I regard a wage contract as im- 
portant in order to stabilize wages, on 
which builders and contractors can safe- 
ly estimate and so as to prevent exorbi-

Surely ve as ae suggest that ‘under 
existing Federal and State laws ‘with 
respect to labor. unions, which express- 
ly permit these combinations, there can 
be such a thing as ‘a restoration of 
genuine competition among workmen.”

It: would mean the 
destruction of organized-.labor.. 

In what way, then, can it be justly 
sald that:

That is true only to the limited extent 
that 1 believe in ‘organized labor, prop- 
erly conducted, for the purpose of deal- 
ing with organized capital, but only 
when freed from the abuses and oppres- 
sion that have characterized its conduct 
in the past. I am not at all sure:that in 
asder to eliminate these abuses it will 
not yet be necessary to subject the labor 
unions to State regulation so that their 
acts will be subject to court review and 
that they shall be required to keep. their 
doors wide Open to’ all qualified journey- 
men and apprentices. 

If there is any respect in which there 
has been the slightest-symptom of par- 
tiality in the exposures of abuses as 
between the unions and the employers 
I am unconscious of it and would be 
glad to have-any one call my attention 
to any such evidence, to the end that we 
may “ mend our ways.”

ALBANY, April 2.—The Davenport 
Legislative Committee on Taxation and
